Incidentally it 
ulso probably means the practical disappearance 
of canned salmon from the Canadian table.

Increasing prices, said to be due 
to scarcity of the fish, have long ago caused it to 
vanish from the board except in the homes of the 
well-to-do. If there is to be a stimulated demand 
ebroad the price may be expected to go to a still 
more prohibitive level.
